SCHEDULE 

THE CALCUTTA PORT TRUST (HALDIA DOCK COMPLEX) 

EMPLOYEES (WELFARE FUND) 1st AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 1998 

The exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Calcutta hereby makes the following Regulations to amend the Calcutta Port Trust (Haldia Dock Com¬ 
plex) Employees’ (Welfare Fund) Regulations, 1988, 

1. Short title—These Regulations be called the Calcutta Port Trust (Haldia Dock Complex) Employees’ (Welfare 
Fund) 1st Amendment Regulations, 1998. 

2 They shall come into force on the date on which the Central Government’s approval is published in the Official 
Gazette. 

3. The following amendments arc made into the principal regulation:— 
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(i) Substitute Regulations 2(c) by the following : 

“General Manager (Management & Services)”, “General Manager (Operations)”, “Manager (Finance)”. “Deputy 
manager (Finance)”, “Manager (P&IR)” and “Deputy Manger (P&IR)” shall mean the incumbents of the said 
posts, appointed under Section 24 of the Act. 

(ii) In Regulation 2 sub-regulation (e)(i), and (ii) substitute Rs. 250 by Rs. 500. 

(iii) Substitute Regulation 3(b) by the following : 

The management and the control of the Welfare Fund shall vest in a Governing body consisting of— 

(i) the Deputy Chairman. 

(ii) the General Manager (Management & Services) or the General Manager (Operations). 

(iii) the Manager (Finance) or in his absence Deputy Manager (Finance). 

(iv) the Manager (P&lR) or in his absence Deputy Manager (P&IR). 

(iv) Existing Sub-regulation (C) of Regulation 3 will be read as Regulation 3(f) and sub-regulations (c)(d) and (e) wiU 
be read as below : 

(c) “The Deputy Chairman and in his absence, the General Manager (Management & Services) or the General 
Manager (Opns.) shall be ex officio Chairman of the Governing Body. 

(d) The Manager (Finance) or in his absence Deputy Manager (Finance) shall be the Convenor of the Governing body. 

(e) The Governing Body shaU meet at such intervals and at such time and place as the Deputy Chairman or in his 
absence, the General Manager (Operations) may direct. 

(v) In regulation 4 (a) substitute maximum limit of the contribution from the general revenue of the Board by “Rupees 
five lakhs." 

(vi) In Regulation 8(1) increase the maximum amount ofaccumulation of Welfare Fund from Rupees 'two lakhs’ toRs. 
'ten lakhs’. 

(vii) In regulation 11 substitute the words ‘the Deputy Chairman' by 'the Board’.
